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THE  EXPRESSION  “PIECE  OF  EIGHT.”

“Piece  of  eight”  is  a  popular  expression  for  the  “  pillar”  dollar,  also  called 
Spanish  milled  dollar,  piastre  gourde  and  other  names.  The  question  is,  is  it 
really  the  correct  term  ?  As  far  as  the  West  Indies  are  concerned  it  may  probably 
be  quite  wrong,  in  any  case  for  the  period  after  1784.  In  that  year  the  little  island 
of  St.  Bartholomew  (in  the  Leeward  Islands)  came  into  Swedish  possession  and 
the  documents  cited  below  derive  solely  from  St.  Bartholomew. 

In  the  West  Indies  the  pillar  dollar  was  the  principal  currency  even  if  the 
accounts  of  the  different  colonies  were  kept,  for  instance,  in  sterling  currency  or 
livres  coloniales.  The  pillar  dollar  was  usually  divided  into  11  or  12  bits  (escalins, 
reals  and  so  on)  and  every  bit  into  6  dogs  (sousmarques,  noirs,  styfver). 

“Piece  of  eight”  (piastre  de  huit  reaux.  Stuck  von  achten)  was  not  coin  but  d 
money  of  account  valued  at  8  bits.  The  expression  “Piece  of  eight”  was,  however,  " 
used  in  ordinances  as  well  as  in  everyday  parlance  in  referring  to  coin. 

There  is  an  interesting  document,  where  the  expression  “Piece  of  eight”  as 
well  as  “piastre  gourde”  are  mentioned  side  by  side.  It  is  a  proclamation  dated 
in  Gustavia  on  the  30th  of  August,  1786,  and  signed  by  S.  M.  von  Rayalin,  the  first 
Swedish  governor  of  St.  Bartholomew.  In  this  proclamation  anyone  who  supplies 
the  thirsty  soldiers  of  the  Swedish  garrison  with  liquor  is  threatened  with  a  fine  of 
“Fifty  pieces  of  Eight,  or  36  piastre  Gourdes  four  Escalins.”  This  is  the  same 
sum  expressed  in  two  different  ways ;  for  50  pieces  of  eight  (at  8  bits)  make  400  bits 
and  36  piastre  gourdes  4  bits  (at  1 1  bits  to  the  piastre)  also  make  400  bits. 

B.  A.  Euphrasen  was  a  young  Swedish  student,  who  visited  St.  Bartholomew 
and  other  islands  in  the  West  Indies  in  1788.  He  wrote  a  book  about  his  journey 
and  this  book  was  published  in  the  year  1795.  Here  he  writes,  among  other  things, 
concerning  the  monetary  system  that  “Pisovett”  is  a  fictitious  coin,  which  is  countee 
and  equivalent  to  8  “Bett.”  “Pisovett”  is  a  sound-imitating  Swedification  of 
“piece  of-eight.” 

Finally,  we  can  also  refer  to  a  proclamation  dated  in  Gustavia  on  the 
26th  of  August,  1797,  and  signed  by  the  governor  of  that  time,  Georg  af  Trolle. 

In  this  proclamation  it  is  laid  down  that  “La  Piastre  Gourde  reelle  et  effective”  for 
the  future  should  be  worth  twelve  bits  instead  of  eleven.  There  was  no  intention 
to  change  the  value  of  the  current  gold  coins.  So  for  instance,  the  “quadrupee” 
or  the  Spanish  doubloon,  which  before  the  proclamation  was  worth  16  pillar  dollars  | 
or  176  bits,  should  keep  this  value.  But  when  the  value  of  the  pillar  dollar  was  " 
changed  from  11  to  12  bits,  16  pillar  dollars  were  equal  to  192  bits  and  consequently 
16  bits  too  much  for  the  doubloon.  In  order  to  fix  the  unaltered  value  the  expression 
“Piece  of  eight”  was  appropriated.  The  proclamation  then  decrees  that  the 
doubloon  should  be  worth  “Vingt  deux  Piastres  de  Huit  Reaux,”  and  22  pieces 
of  eight  at  8  bits  are  176  bits. 


In  Seaby’s  Coin  and  Medal  Bulletin  for  the  year  1959  on  the  page  7,  Mr. 
Philip  T.  Meldrum  put  certain  questions  on  account  of  a  list  of  insurances  from 
Lloyd’s  dated  the  17th  of  January,  1793.  It  seems  as  if  the  questions  have  not 
yet  been  answered  in  the  Bulletin,  and  it  may  probably  be  difficult,  as  to  all  appear¬ 
ances  these  questions  are  based  on  the  wrong  premise,  i.e.,  that  “piece  of  eight” 
is  the  same  as  “pillar  dollar.”  The  list  and  Mr.  Meldrum’s  questions  have  the 
following  wording:

1.  What  was  the  date  of  issue  of  the  Mexican  dollars  described  as  ‘New’  pieces  of 
eight,  and  why  were  they  quoted  at  a  penny  per  ounce  below  the  remainder 
of  the  coins  ? 

2.  What  were  the  respective  weights  of  the  various  coins  quoted,  in  mint  condition  ? 

3.  Do  the  pieces  quoted  bear  any,  and  if  so  what,  relationship  to  the  proportion  of 
pure  silver  which  the  coins  contained  ? 

4.  What  were  the  essential  differences  in  the  design  of  the  four  types  mentioned, 
and  do  the  words  ‘large’  and  ‘small,’  as  applied  to  the  ‘Pillar’  types,  refer  to 
the  size  of  coin  or  to  the  size  of  pillar  ?  ” 

Perhaps  “Pillar  large”  means  pillar  dollar  of  the  type  of  the  years  1732-1772. 
“Ditto  small”  means  the  lower  denominations  of  the  same  type,  “Mexico  large”  means 
the  pillar  dollar  of  the  later  bust-types  and  “Ditto  New”  means  the  small  denomin¬ 
ations  of  this  type.

(d)  Roman  Coins  and  Archaeology.  Before  turning  to  consider  coin  types  and 
history  perhaps  some  examples  might  be  cited  of  the  way  in  which  Classical  coin 
types  too  can  supply  interesting  information  to  the  archaeologist.  A  few  examples 
must  suffice. 

From  Roman  coins  we  can  gain  some  insight  into  the  original  appearance  of 
buildings  now  lost  or  badly  damaged.  Much  topography  of  Rome  itself  can  be 
reconstructed  from  coins.  On  the  Capitoline  Hill  in  Rome  for  example,  stood  a 
temple  dedicated  to  Jupiter  conjointly  with  Juno  and  Minerva  known  as  the  Capi- 
tolium.  A  silver  denarius  of  the  gens  Petillia  shows  what  it  was  like  in  c.  37  b.c. 
(fig.  8).  Its  appearance  in  the  time  of  Vespasian  can  be  seen  in  fig.  9  (c.  75  A.D.).

Let  us  take  another  example.  The  Basilica  Aemilia  in  Rome  was  built  in  179  b.c. 
by  M.  Fulvius  Nobilior  the  censor  and  M.  Aemilius  Lepidus.  In  55  b.c.  it  was 
enlarged  by  Aemilius  Paullus  who  restored  the  original  structure,  and  added  shields 
and  portraits  of  his  ancestors.  His  son  illustrated  the  basilica  on  a  denarius  (fig.  10). 
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This  man  was  none  other  than  the  Lepidus  of  the  Second  Triumvirate.  The  obverse 
shows  the  Vestal  Aemilia,  who  rekindled  the  sacred  fire  by  throwing  her  robe  on 
the  embers.

Roman  Republican  coins  also  depict  various  barbarian  peoples  and  their  attri¬ 
butes.  The  coins  of  L.  Hostilius  Saserna  (b.c.  49-44)  depict  in  one  case  the  head 
of  Vercingetorix  with  a  Celtic  shield  behind,  and  in  another  the  personification  of 
Celtic  Gaul  with  a  carnyx  behind  (this  is  quite  similar  to  the  Tasciovanus  type). 
The  shield  is  of  a  common  Celtic  type,  and  is  shown  on  the  coins  of  Tasciovanus, 
actual  examples  being  known.  On  this  coin  both  driver  and  warrior  are  shown  in 
a  chariot  of  Celtic  type  on  the  reverse  (figs.  11  and  12).

In  the  same  way  much  similar  information  can  be  gained  about  Roman  customs 
and  material  culture,  in  its  many  different  aspects.  Of  special  interest  to  numis¬ 
matists  for  example  would  be  the  denarius  of  Titus  Carisius  which  shows  the 
equipment  of  a  moneyer  (fig.  13).

(e)  Greek  Coins  and  the  Archaeologist.  Greek  coins  can  likewise  assist  the 
student  of  the  Greek  way  of  life.  We  know  from  literary  sources  that  the  people  of 
Crannon  in  Thessaly  used  to  practice  a  rain  making  ceremony  in  which  they  used  a

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large  vessel  mounted  on  a  wheeled  structure  which  they  dragged  around.  This 
peculiar  object  is  illustrated  on  small  bronze  coins  of  Crannon  of  the  fourth  century 
B.c.  (fig.  14). 

Visitors  to  Athens  will  be  familiar  with  the  Akropolis — it  is  shown  on  Greek 
Imperial  coins  of  Athens.  It  is  particularly  interesting  as  it  shows  the  chrysele¬ 
phantine  statue  of  Athena  Parthenos,  which  is  now  lost  but  which  was  considered 
by  the  Ancients  to  be  one  of  the  greatest  of  all  works  of  art.  A  man  was  supposed 
to  forget  all  his  cares  if  he  stood  before  it  and  gazed  up  at  it  (fig.  15).  Greek  coins 
are  particularly  valuable  for  showing  lost  works  of  art. 

The  Greek  Imperial  coins  of  Asia  Minor  are  a  constant  source  for  the  archaeo¬ 
logist  for  pictures  of  buildings,  statues,  cult  objects,  local  views  and  other  aspects 
of  life. 

(/)  Coins  and  the  Historian.  Coin  types  can  help  the  historian  in  a  number  of 
ways  too.  I  have  already  cited  examples  of  coins  as  simple  illustrations  of  historical 
fact  and  as  a  means  of  seeing  history  in  a  new  light  in  two  series  in  the  Bulletin,  ^ 
and  the  reader  may  refer  to  these.  It  will  perhaps  be  of  interest  if  I  give  some 
examples  of  their  other  uses. 

Coins  are  known  of  a  lady  entitled  the  Augusta  Dryantilla.  Literary  record  has, 
however,  passed  her  by.  These  coins  are  very  hastily  engraved  and  would  appear 
to  be  an  emergency  issue.  Who  could  she  be  ?  Coin  evidence  again  supplies  the 
answer.  Her  coins  are  often  found  on  sites  associated  with  those  of  Regalianus, 
a  usurper  who  claimed  the  purple  for  a  few  weeks  in  a.d.  260,  and  it  seems  fairly 
certain  that  she  was  his  wife.  Literary  evidence  tells  us  that  Regalianus  revolted 
and  claimed  the  purple  on  the  Lower  Danube  (in  Mosesia)  but  his  coins,  and  those 
of  Dryantilla,  are  found  further  west  in  Austria,  and  so  it  must  be  assumed  that 
literary  evidence  is  inaccurate.  Coins  can  similarly  tell  us  not  only  about  people 
who  are  not  known  from  history  but  also  about  places.  Came,  for  example,  is  not 
mentioned  in  literary  sources  nor  is  it  known  archaeologically,  yet  coins  tell  us  that 
it  was  a  city  in  Asia  Minor,  south  east  of  Pergamum. 

{g)  The  Secular  Games.  History  tells  us  that  the  Romans  regularly  celebrated 
the  centenary  of  the  foundation  of  the  city  in  753  B.c.  Although  this  had  been 
held  regularly  every  hundred  or  hundred  and  ten  years  in  the  early  Republic  it  had 
been  rather  neglected  during  the  later  period  of  the  city’s  history.  As  I  have  stated 
elsewhere^  Augustus  and  Agrippa  presided  over  these  games  in  17  b.c.  and  coins 
were  struck  by  Caius  Marius  showing  Augustus  and  a  priest  standing  at  altars,  (fig 
16)  and  others  with  the  legend  lvd  saec  (fig.  17). 


We  also  know  from  history  that  Philip  I  celebrated  the  millenary,  and  issued’an 
elaborate  series  of  coins  to  commemorate  it,  depicting  animals  exhibited  in  Rome 
during  the  celebration  (a.d.  248).  In  the  previous  century  the  games  would  have 
fallen  in  the  reign  of  Antoninus  Pius,  but  according  to  history  there  was  no  official 
celebration.  Coins,  however,  show  that  Antoninus  Pius,  a  great  traditionalist,  did 
not  let  this  aimiversary  pass  altogether  unnoticed — the  Berlin  coin  cabinet  has  a 
medallion  of  that  year  showing  a  processional  chariot  with  a  statue  inscribed  rom(a) 
and  a  relief  of  Romulus,  Remus  and  the  wolf.  The  medallion  is  dated  148,  the  very 
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year  of  the  anniversary.  Professor  Grant  has  considered  that  the  asses  with  an 
elephant  on  the  reverse  and  the  legend  mvnificentia  avg  may  refer  to  the  games 
and  the  emperor’s  munificence  at  the  time,  and  the  author  also  considers  that  the 
asses  with  Romulus,  Remus  and  the  wolf  on  the  reverse  may  have  a  similar  connection. 
History,  however,  is  silent.  Could  it  have  been  celebrated  in  348  too?  Again 
history  tells  us  nothing,  but  it  seems  possible  that  the  recoinage  under  Constans  and 
the  well-known  legend  fel  temp  repartio  (The  Recovery  of  Happy  Times)  on  some 
of  these  coins  may  have  such  a  significance. 

Strangely  Carausius  issued  coins  with  the  reverse  legend  saeculares  avg. 
Theoretically  this  would  imply  that  Carausius  celebrated  some  games  to  install  a 
New  Golden  Age  and  to  ritually  purify  the  deeds  of  the  past.  This  should  have 
been  celebrated  in  Rome,  but  Carausius  was  a  usurper  in  Britain  and  distribution 
maps  of  his  coins  show  his  limits  of  influence  lay  in  Northern  France.  Can  we 
assume  then  that  he  celebrated  some  games  in  London  to  mark  what  he  hoped  would 
be  a  new  age  for  Britain  ?  History  again  is  silent. 

Qi)  Roman  Coins  as  Propaganda.  The  coinage  of  Carausius,  and  to  a  lesser 
extent  Allectus  (“  The  First  British  Empire  ”  as  Churchill  has  called  it)  presents  a 
whole  range  of  types  of  great  value  to  the  historian,  and  both  historians  and  numis¬ 
matists  have  been  puzzling  over  them  ever  since  Stukeley,  the  eighteenth  century 
antiquary,  first  misread  fortvna  as  orivna  on  a  badly  struck  coin,  and  thereby 
deduced  that  the  Emperor’s  wife  was  called  Oriuna,  and  probably  argument  will 
never  cease  as  to  whether  there  was  a  mint  at  Wroxeter  or  where  the  coins  with  the 
RSR  mint  mark  were  struck. 

The  coins  of  Carausius  show  another  aspect  of  coins  as  evidence  for  the  historian. 
Carausius,  like  most  of  the  emperors  and  usurpers,  used  coins  as  a  means  of  promoting 
propaganda.  Today  news  is  spread  by  newspapers,  but  the  nearest  thing  to  a 
newspaper  in  Rome  was  the  Acta  Diurna  posted  up  in  the  Forum  Romanum,  which 
was  of  little  use  to  the  people  in  distant  provinces  or  villages.  The  Imperial  house¬ 
holds  recognized  this,  and  accordingly  employed  coins  to  tell  the  people  in  all  parts 
of  the  Empire  what  was  going  on,  or  rather  what  they  wanted  them  to  think  was 
going  on.  It  was  for  this  reason,  if  not  for  many  others,  that  the  Romans  changed 
their  coin  types  so  regularly,  and  why  we  find  such  a  wide  range  of  types  for  each 
emperor.  Many  references  are  rather  obscure  to  the  twentieth  century  scholar,  but 
all  the  personifications,  brief  legends  and  other  puzzling  and  vague  types  were  part 
of  an  imperial  shorthand  understood  immediately  by  the  people  who  handled  the 
coins — and  money,  even  in  Roman  times,  was  made  round  to  go  round!

Carausius’  coup  d’etat  in  Britain,  for  example,  was  celebrated  with  coins  showing 
Britannia  shaking  hands  with  the  emperor,  the  legend  being  a  tag  from  Virgil’s 
Aeneid — expectate  veni  (Oh  come  thou  long  awaited!)  (fig.  18).  Collectors  will 
be  well  aware  that  the  most  common  type  of  Carausius  is  pax  avg  with  the  personi¬ 
fication  of  Pax  (Peace).  Hardly  appropriate  for  the  uncertain  years  of  Carausius ! 
Even  more  dishonest  were  the  coins  with  Felicitas  and  Hilaritas  as  reverse  types — 
surely  Carausius  was  never  felix  while  he  lived  in  fear  of  Constantins  Chlorus  or 
Allectus  ? 
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During  69  a.d.  when  four  emperors  (Otho,  Galba,  Vitellius  and  Vespasian) 
rapidly  followed  one  another  during  a  time  of  Civil  War,  coins  proclaimed  pax 
ORBis  TERRARUM  (The  peace  of  the  World). 

It  is  well  known  that  Nero  used  to  perform  as  a  chariot  driver  in  games,  a  most 
unworthy  occupation  for  an  emperor.  He  was,  of  course,  always  awarded  trophies, 
whether  he  won  or  not,  and  after  failing  to  win  the  Olympic  Games  he  returned  to 
Rome  to  display  his  1,808  trophies.  Coin  types  skilfully  cover  up  this  more  dis¬ 
tasteful  hobby  of  Nero  by  issuing  coins  showing  the  Praetorian  Guards  at  their 
manoeuvers,  with  the  legend  decvrsio.  The  Guard  was  hated  for  being  most 
unrepublican  (and  all  Romans  were  staunch  republicans).  These  coins  skilfully 
drew  attention  to  the  usefulness  of  Nero’s  taste  for  horsemanship  for  the  promotion 
of  warlike  activities. 

Domitian  was  hated  by  Roman  writers.  Yet  an  interesting  facet  of  his  Imperial 
policy  can  be  seen  in  the  fact  that  he  issued  coins  copying  the  posthumous  issue  of 
Nero  Drusus.  Now  Nero  Drusus  was  the  stepson  of  Augustus,  and  was  the  first 
to  receive  the  title  of  Germanicus  for  German  victories,  and  here  we  see  Domitian 
claiming  to  be  the  direct  successor  of  Nero  Drusus,  and  seeming  to  claim  his  popu¬ 
larity.  He  also  assumed  the  title  exactly  100  years  after  Nero  Drusus  did.  Clearly 
he  thought  it  a  good  political  move  to  represent  himself  as  the  heir  of  a  great  tradition 
of  German  conquests — a  fact  with  which  history  disagrees. 

5.  Conclusion. 

Within  the  scope  of  this  survey  it  has  been  impossible  to  cover  all  the  uses  of 
coins  for  either  the  archaeologist  or  the  historian,  and  no  doubt  readers  will  be  able 
to  think  of  many  more.  Indeed  the  writer  himself  has  been  able  to  think  of  many 
facets  that  have  been  neglected  or  inadequately  illustrated.  I  hope  it  has  not 
seemed  a  mere  anthology  of  numismatic  anecdotes,  I  have  compiled  it  deliberately 
from  examples  as  I  feel  one  example  is  better  than  a  page  of  theoretical  explanation. 
These  have  not  always  been  the  best  examples — I  have  been  forced  to  be  very 
selective  and  as  a  result  have  often  needed  to  select  but  one  out  of  six  or  seven 
similar  cases  which  spring  to  mind.  There  is  one  aspect  of  which  no  mention  has 
been  made,  and  that  is  the  use  of  coins  to  the  art  historian,  an  important  aspect, 
since  we  repeatedly  find  the  names  of  great  artists  associated  with  coins,  whether 
it  be  Kimon  in  fifth  century  Sicily  or  Pisanello  in  fifteenth  century  Italy. 

Readers  who  are  interested  may  pursue  the  subject  further  by  consulting  the 
works  in  the  bibliography. 

I  began  with  a  quotation  from  an  address  by  Professor  Piggott,  one  of  Britain’s 
foremost  prehistorians.  It  seems  fitting  that  I  should  conclude  with  a  quote  from 
a  numismatist,  this  time  John  Akerman,  a  pioneer  of  numismatics  of  the  early 
nineteenth  century. 

“  We  have  had  interesting  evidence  in  our  own  times  of  the  imperishable  nature 
of  numismatic  monuments.  On  the  restoration  of  the  Bourbons  the  exposure  of  a 
picture  or  bust  of  the  emperor  Napoleon  was  severely  punished,  while  coins  with 
his  name  and  effigy  were  circulating  throughout  France!  Kings  may  be  deposed, 
but  their  image  and  superscription  remain,  and  defy  the  malice  of  the  destroyer. 
.  .  .  Time  and  accident  may  destroy  temples  and  statues,  upon  which  the  genius 
and  skill  of  the  architect  and  the  sculptor  had  been  lavished,  but  their  coins  were 
calculated  to  perpetuate  their  fame  to  remotest  times.”®

Anne  “Plumes”  Crown  of  1708.  I  have  in  my  possession  a  number  of  Anne  Crowns 
1708  with  plumes  (E.S.C.  108)  in  which  the  plume  immediately  below  the  8  of  the  date  is 
badly  struck  and  even  the  lower  part  of  the  8  is  poorly  struck.  Every  piece  of  this  type  I  have 
seen  so  far  has  this  “defect.”  Would  readers  of  the  Bulletin,  who  own  specimens  of  this 
crown  be  good  enough  to  let  me  know  whether  these  pieces  also  have  this  defect.  It  would 
be  useful  if  readers  also  let  me  know  the  condition  of  their  coins.  All  letters  will  be  acknow- 
edged  in  due  course. — Arthur  E.  J.  Went. 

Roman  Coins  in  India.  A  recent  discovery  of  240  Roman  silver  coins  near  Bangalore 
indicates  that  South  India  has  extensive  trade  links  with  the  Roman  Empire  2,000  years  ago. 

The  coins  were  foimd  in  an  earthenware  jar  about  four  feet  below  ground  by  workmen 
digging  near  a  new  airport  nmway. 

The  coins  were  identified  as  dating  from  the  period  of  Emperor  Augustus  (63  B.C.-14  a.d.). 

The  presence  of  Roman  coins  so  far  inland — Bangalore  is  nearly  200  miles  from  the  coast 
— is  puzzling  local  archaeologists. 

Roman  traders  visited  the  South  Indian  ports,  but  were  not  known  to  have  penetrated 
far  inland,  except  in  search  of  beryl,  a  stone  which  they  valued  highly,  some  150  miles  south¬ 
west  of  Bangalore. 

One  expert  has  suggested  that  the  coins  were  brought  into  India  by  a  Persian  horse  dealer 
or  pedlar,  since  the  work  Karkah,  the  name  of  a  town  in  West  Persia  is  scratched  on  one 
of  them. — Grimsby  Evening  Telegraph,  \5thjuly,  1965.  [See  also  “New  Light  on  Antiquity” 
by  LI.  R.  Laing  in  July  Bulletin,  p.  230. — Editor]. 

Irish  Sixpences — Cash  not  Commodities.  Holyhead  magistrates  ruled  yesterday 
that  Irish  sixpences  (Reuls) — although  not  legal  tender  in  Britain  constitute  cash  and  are  not 
“commodities”  that  can  be  secured  with  English  coins. 

They  gave  their  ruling  when  they  fined  William  Edward  Newton  Ingham,  owner  of  an 
amusement  arcade  in  the  town,  ^Cl  and  ordered  him  to  pay  six  guineas  costs  for  permitting  the 
playing  of  a  gaming  machine  in  which  the  prize  money  exceeded  one  shilling. 

Police  witnesses  had  told  of  visiting  the  arcade  and  playing  one-armed  bandits  with  Irish 
sixpences  provided  by  the  arcade  staff  in  exchange  for  English  money.  The  machine  paid 
winnings  in  Irish  sixpences. 
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Air.  Brian  Galpin,  defending,  had  submitted  that  Irish  sixpences  were  not  currency  in 
England,  although  they  circulated  in  large  numbers  in  the  Isle  of  Anglesey,  and  were  commod¬ 
ities  which  could  be  exchanged  for  goods  as  a  matter  of  grace. 

The  magistrates  agreed  to  a  request  from  Mr.  Galpin  that  they  should  state  their  case  in 
writing  within  fourteen  days.  Mr.  Galpin  said  that  an  appeal  would  probably  be  made. — 
Liverpool  Daily  Poit,  22nd  July ^  1965. 

THE  MEDAL  COLLECTOR’S  NOTEBOOK 

Compiled  by  Alec  A.  Purves. 

Naval  L.S.  &  G.C.  Medal — Further  Notes  on  the  Vietorian  Issues. 

Following  the  original  notes  on  this  medal,  the  letter  from  Mr.  B.  G.  Lane 
{Feb.  1965  Bulletin)  raised  an  interesting  point  which  might  have  led  to  new  thoughts 
on  the  date  of  institution  of  the  “wide  suspender”  issue.  The  medal  which  he 
mentioned  (and  kindly  lent  for  examination)  is  engraved,  james  gibbs,  h.m.s.  cruizer, 
in  a  style  very  similar  to  other  “wide  suspender”  medals  except  that  no  rating  or 
years  of  service  are  included ;  significantly,  however,  the  wording  is  exactly  as  shown 
on  his  China  1842  Medal.  As  the  recipient  left  H.M.S.  Cruizer  on  1st  June  1843, 
having  some  26J  years’  service  to  his  credit,  and  assuming  that  he  received  his 
medal  fairly  promptly  after  the  end  of  that  commission,  it  could  have  meant  a  strong 
likelihood  that  the  medal  was  introduced  not  later  than  1843  or  early  1844. 

Prior  to  the  examination  of  the  medal,  there  were  three  possible  conclusions 
which  might  be  reached: — 

(1)  The  medal  could  prove  perfectly  genuine  in  all  respects. 

(2)  It  could  prove  to  be  re-named,  and  therefore  provide  no  clue  as  to  date  of 
issue. 

(3)  It  could  possibly  be  an  official  re-issue  (replacement). 

On  first  glance  at  the  naming,  which,  though  similar,  was  not  quite  the  same  as 
the  two  or  three  distinctive  styles  of  the  “wide  suspender”  medals,  the  impression 
was  that  here  was  a  re-named  medal,  but  on  applying  a  micrometer  the  medal  proved 
to  be  not  smaller  in  diameter  than  normal,  but  very  definitely  larger;  in  fact,  at 
1.441  in.,  it  is  larger  than  any  of  the  nine  “wide  suspender”  medals  in  the  writer’s 
collection  (which  are  mainly  1.425,  but  ranging  from  1.421  to  1.436  in.),  and  the 
later  “narrow  suspender”  medals  (which  varied  from  1.423  to  1.433  in.). 

The  second  peculiarity  was  that  the  claw  of  the  mount  had  a  prominent  fixing 
pin  through  it  (and  the  medal),  which,  on  the  rev.,  was  not  dead  central.  On  all 
^  the  nine  W.S.  medals  there  is  no  sign  of  a  fixing  pin,  but  on  the  later  N.S.  medals, 
each  shows  such  a  pin,  but  polished  smooth,  exactly  to  the  contours  of  the  claw, 
so  that  it  is  barely  visible. 

The  most  significant  evidence,  however,  was  found  in  the  details  of  the  rev. 
design.  Obviously,  with  the  numbers  of  Long  Service  Medals  needed  throughout 
the  reign,  the  dies  would  require  renewing  at  intervals,  and  many  minor  differences 
occur.  In  at  least  seven  separate  details  of  rigging,  etc.,  the  James  Gibbs  medal  is 
quite  different  from  the  other  nine  “wide  suspender”  medals  (including  one  with 
1848  under  the  Queen’s  head),  but  is  identical  with  the  later  “narrow  suspender” 
medals.  In  six  of  the  seven  features,  all  the  nine  W.S.  medals  are  alike,  while  in 
the  seventh  there  are  two  varieties,  but  the  James  Gibbs  medal  and  all  the  examined 
N.S.  medals  show  a  third  variety.  Notes  on  these  differences,  with  sketches,  are 
appended,  but  it  must  be  stressed  that  they  do  not  pretend  to  be  complete.  No  doubt 
other  varieties  occur,  both  in  Victorian  and  in  later  issues,  and  it  is  not  claimed  that 
those  varieties  shown  for  the  “wide  suspender”  medals  are  restricted  to  those  medals; 
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there  has  not  been  time  to  make  a  wide  survey,  and  since  the  die  varieties,  as  such, 
are  of  no  rarity  importance,  no  useful  purpose  would  appear  to  be  served  in  making 
a  long  and  detailed  study. 

From  the  above,  one  is  led  to  the  conclusion  that  the  medal  to  James  Gibbs  is 
one  in  which  the  “piece”  was  an  unnamed  late  issue,  fitted  with  a  wide  suspender 
but  in  the  manner  of  the  later  narrow  suspender,  engraved  (rather  than  impressed, 
in  order  to  follow  the  style  of  the  earlier  medals).  No  explanation  can  at  present 
be  found  for  the  extra  large  flan,  but  it  is  possible  that,  since  the  micrometer  shows 
at  least  seven  or  eight  very  slightly  different  diameters,  some  medals  could  have 
reached  this  figure.  Thus,  it  seems  like  a  replacement. 

But  why  was  this  medal  issued  as  a  replacement,  if  the  original  medal  was  the 
Anchor  (William  IV)  type  ?  There  seems  to  be  a  very  good  reason;  although  the  dies 
of  this  first  type  still  exist,  in  the  Royal  Mint  Museum,  it  is  probable  that  they  had 
continued  in  use  until  worn  out,  and  were  unsuitable  to  be  used  for  a  re-strike. 
Many  of  the  medals  struck  from  these  dies  show  pronounced  rev.  flaws,  resembling 
die  cracks,  and  after  25  years  of  disuse,  it  seems  unlikely  they  would  be  used  again. 
So  the  replacement  was  the  next  best  thing — an  early  type-wide  suspender.  Queen 
Victoria  medal. 

There  is  another  possible  explanation.  The  medal  could  be  the  work  of  a  faker, 
who  at  some  past  date  owned  Gibbs’  China  1842  medal,  and  obtained  an  unnamed 
“narrow  suspender”  medal,  substituted  a  wide  suspender  (not  realising  that  James 
Gibbs’  service  in  H.M.S.  Cruizer  terminated  before  the  Victorian  medal  was 
instituted),  and  engraved  it  with  the  only  data  at  his  disposal,  i.e.  the  wording  on  the 
China  medal. 

Of  the  two  possibilities,  it  seems  likely  that  the  late  replacement  is  the  more 
probable:  this  breaks  down,  however,  if  it  can  be  shown  that  Gibbs  died  before 
1874,  which  appears  to  be  the  date  when  the  “narrow  suspender”  medals  (and, 
presumably,  the  new  dies  peculiar  to  them)  came  into  use. 

Some  Reverse  Die  Differences  in  Queen  Victoria  Naval  L.S.  &  G.C.  Medals. 

In  the  following  notes,  the  terms,  W.S.  medals  and  N.S.  medals,  refer  to  medals 
with  the  wide  suspender  and  narrow  suspender,  respectively;  the  rev.  die  details 
of  the  writer’s  example  of  the  “1848  under  bust”  medal,  agree  with  those  of  the 
other  W.S.  medals. 

(1)  Flag  or  pendant  at  the  main  mast.  The  nine  W.S.  medals  all  show  a  solid 
raised  shape,  apparently  formed  from  a  rectangular  flag  (as  flown  at  the  main  by  a 
full  admiral),  bent  over  by  the  wind  (fig.  A).  The  N.S.  medals  (and,  of  course, 
James  Gibbs’  medal)  all  show  a  short  triangular  pendant  (inaccurately  representing 
the  long  pendant  flown  by  non-flagships),  with  only  the  outline  raised  and  the 
field  sunk  (fig.  B). 

(2)  Crosstrees  at  the  main  topmasthead.  The  W.S.  medals  all  show  short  cross- 
trees  at  the  point  where  various  stays,  etc.,  join  the  mast  (fig.  C).  The  N.S,  medals 
have  no  crosstrees,  only  a  “blob”  (fig.  D). 

(3)  Mizzen  topsail  starboard  lift.  The  W.S.  medals  clearly  show  lifts  on  both 
sides  (fig.  E),  while  the  N.S.  medals  have  no  lift  on  the  starboard  side — the  line  has 
become  steeper  and  merged  into  the  halyards  and  backstays  (fig.  F). 

(4)  Halyards  or  backstays  to  mizzen  truck,  etc.  The  W.S.  medals  show  either 
one  or  two  halyards  to  the  truck,  becoming  three  below  the  yard  (fig.  G)  but  the 
N.S.  medals  show  three  or  more  going  to  the  truck  and  upper  part  of  the  mast  (fig.  H). 

(5)  Bobstay  from  the  bowsprit  end.  This  is  double  on  the  W.S.  medals  (fig.  J), 
but  single  on  the  N.S.  medals  (fig.  K). 
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(6)  Stays  and  halyards  in  the  space  to  left  of  mainmast.  There  are  three  of  these, 
one  vertical,  two  diagonal,  roughly  in  a  letter  K  form.  The  W.S.  medals  have  the 
vertical  and  upper  one  double  and  the  other  single  (fig.  L),  while  most  of  the  N.S. 
medals  have  one  double  and  two  single  (fig.  M);  one  medal  has  all  three  double 
(fig.  N). 

(7)  The  double  stay  from  the  jibboom  end  to  the  lower  foremast.  On  the  W.S. 
medals  this  is  correctly  shown  inside  the  port  foremast  shrouds  (fig.  O),  but  the 
N.S.  medals  show  it  incorrectly  as  outside  the  shrouds  (fig.  P),  which  is  ridiculous.

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Royal  Num.  Soc.  At  the  Annual  General  Meeting 
held  on  16th  June,  1965,  with  Mr.  Grierson,  President, 
in  the  Chair.  The  annual  reports  of  the  Secretary 
and  Treasurer  were  presented  and  approved. 

The  President  presented  the  Society’s  medal  to 
M.  Jean  Lafaurie  for  his  contributions  to  French 
mediaeval  numismatics.  The  Secretary  accepted  the 
medal  for  transmission  to  Al.  Lafaurie  and  read  a 
letter  of  acknowledgement  and  thanks  from  the  recipient. 
The  President  then  delivered  his  aimtoal  address  and 
afterwards  announced  the  result  of  the  Ballot  for  the 
Council  for  the  session  1965-6.  The  meeting  was  then 
adjourned  until  the  beginning  of  the  new  session  on 
20th  October,  1965. 

Before  the  beginning  of  the  formal  meeting  the 
President  handed  to  Mrs.  Shillan  and  Miss  Walker 
copies  of  the  medal  of  the  late  Dr.  John  Walker  which 
it  had  been  intended  to  present  to  him  on  the  occasion 
of  his  retirement  from  the  British  Museum. 

Birmingham  Medal  Soc.  The  meetirig  on 
Thursday,  24th  June,  opened  with  a  slightly  different 
topic,  when  R.  Lamb  showed  an  elaborate  helmet  with 
silver  fittings  and  a  horsehair  plume  as  worn  by  the 
Staffordshire  Yeomanry  at  the  turn  of  the  century. 
P.  Done  showed  us  some  of  his  recent  acquisitions, 
including  an  IGS  1854  “Bhootan”  to  a  Major,  Indian 
Army,  and  J.  Loflfet  was  prominent  once  again  with  an 
interesting  Naval  group  to  a  Petty  Officer — WW.I  and 
WW.II  medals  together  with  a  BEM  (2nd  issue)  and 
Naval  LSGC  with  bar.  The  programme  for  the 
winter  months  was  discussed,  and  arrangements  are  in 
hand  for  a  visit  (long  overdue)  to  the  local  regimental 
museum  of  the  Royal  Warwickshire  Fusiliers  at  the  end 
of  the  summer. 

Thursday,  8th  July,  was  our  final  meeting  until  after 
the  summer  hoUdays,  and  this  took  the  form  of  a  talk 
by  J.  Humphris  on  “The  Suez  Camp^gn  of  1956.” 
The  speaker  was  well  versed  in  his  subject,  servirig  in 
the  RAF  at  the  Cyprus  base  during  these  operations. 
The  story  of  the  campaign  was  most  interesting,  and 
was  well  illustrated  both  by  large  scale  maps  of  the 
various  areas  mentioned,  and  also  aerial  photographs  of 
parts  of  Egypt.  Our  two  Egyptian  visitors  enlightened 
the  gathering  as  to  President  Nasser’s  viewpoint,  and 
the  reasons  behind  the  campaign  between  E^pt  and 
Israel,  and  a  very  interesting,  and  at  times  involved, 
discussion  took  place.  A  number  of  med^s  relating  to 
the  campaign  were  shown  by  members,  including  the 
Naval  GS  with  bar  “Near  East,”  also  an  Army  GS  to 
the  Artillery  with  3  bars  “Palestine  1945-48,”  “M^aya,” 
“Near  East.”  Also  shown  was  the  French  medal  issued 
for  this  campaign  bearing  the  bar  “Moyen-Orient.” 
The  meeting  ended  with  the  showring  of  two  unusual 
pairs  of  medals  by  M.  Aiinton — Merc.  Marine  W.M. 
and  W.M.  WW.I,  awarded  to  a  Chef  and  a  Stewardess 
respectively  who  served  on  a  P.  &  O.  finer  between 
England  and  Australia  during  the  war,  later  marrying 
after  the  Armistice. 

Birmingham  Numismatic  Soc.  Wednesday,  July 
7th,  marked  the  start  of  another  chapter  in  the  story  of 
the  Birmingham  Numismatic  Society.  A  record  atten¬ 
dance  ensured  a  most  successful  first  meeting  at  the 
Matthew  Boulton  Technical  College,  Birmingham. 

The  Chairman  introduced  Doreen  Sherwood,  who 
had  prepared  a  most  fascinating  talk  on  “Tokens  of 
Great  Britain.”  We  were  to  learn  that,  primarily,  these 
pieces  had  their  origin  in  the  industrial  heart  of  the 
country — Birmingham  and  aroxmd — and  with  many 
interesting  specimens  to  illustrate  the  various  aspects 
of  this  “coinage,”  their  general  history  was  explained. 
Their  use  as  propaganda,  advertising  media,  and 
“small  change”  was  explored,  and  many  questions  were 
raised  by  the  audience.  As  befitted  the  occasion, 
several  Matthew  Boulton  tokens — Birmingham  Work- 
house  pieces — were  introduced,  and  the  work  of 
Thomas  Spence,  imprisoned  more  than  once  for  his 
work  in  this  field,  was  dealt  with.  All  token  types — 
metal,  card,  leather  and  plastic — came  within  the  scope 
of  the  talk,  at  the  end  of  which  Mrs.  Sherwood  received 
a  well-deserved  ovation.  One  felt  that  even  those  to 
whom  “tokens”  had  previously  presented  no  specific 
interest  might,  in  future,  be  found  seeking  further 
information  on  the  subject.

Cambridgeshire  Num.  Soc.  A  most  encouraging 
state  of  affairs  was  disclosed  by  the  reports  for  the  past 
season  which  were  presented  by  the  Officers  to  the 
annual  general  meeting  of  the  Society  which  was  held 
at  the  Friends  Meeting  House,  Jesus  Lane,  Cambridge, 
on  June  21st.  It  was  stated  that  a  record  number  of 
new  members  had  been  elected  during  the  season,  and 
that  the  total  membership  and  attendances  at  meetings 
were  both  up.  The  financial  report  was  also  highly 
satisfactory  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  expenses  were 
higher  than  previously,  and  the  retiring  hon.  librarian. 
Airs.  A.  H.  Quiggin,  reported  that  good  use  had  been 
made  of  the  society’s  books  during  the  season  and  that 
the  library  had  been  completely  re-arranged  and 
catalogued. 

After  the  election  of  officers  and  discussion  on  plans 
for  the  1965/66  season  and  a  number  of  other  matters, 
the  remainder  of  the  evening  was  devoted  to  informal 
displays  of  coins  in  which  a  ntimber  of  members  took 
part.  The  pieces  exhibited  included  Roman  bronze, 
English  medieval  gold  and  silver  and  18th  century 
tokens,  and  various  modern  issues.  A  wide  variety  of 
coins  was  thus  produced  and  made  a  fitting  close  to  a 
memorable  season  under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  B.  R. 
Osbourne  who  was  unfortunately  prevented  from  being 
present  at  the  meeting. 

Derbyshire  Num.  Soc.  The  Annual  General 
Meeting  of  the  Society  was  held  on  July  12th  at  the 
Genevieve  Coffee  House,  Derby.  An  encouragingly 
successful  first  year  was  reported,  with  a  healthy  state 
of  membership,  attendance  at  meetings  and  finances. 

Officers  elected  for  the  1965-66  session  included 
Mr.  D.  Sherwin,  President,  Air.  W.  E.  Blount  and 
Mr.  E.  Rawson,  Vice-Presidents,  and  Air.  J.  V.  Archer, 
Hon.  Treasurer.  The  Hon.  Secretary  is  Mr.  E.  W. 
Danson,  63  Ferrers  Way,  Darley  Abbey,  Derby. 

Num.  Soc.  of  Ireland  (Northern  Branch).  The 
Branch  held  its  last  meeting  of  the  Season  on  Friday, 
11th  June,  in  the  Ulster  Museum  Library.  Dr.  T.  S. 
Agnew  was  in  the  Chair  and  two  commtmications  were 
made.  Mr.  Michael  DoUey  read  a  short  paper  on 
the  Bantry  hoard  of  1834.  He  suggested  that  it  was 
unlikely  that  the  English  coins  ran  as  late  as  Lawrence 
class  Vg  of  the  Long  Cross  coinage  of  Henry  III,  but 
claimed  that  Lawrence  class  Vd  was  demonstrably 
present.  It  seemed  likely,  therefore,  that  the  hoard 
was  concealed  in  or  about  the  year  1257,  and  stress  was 
laid  on  the  circumstances  that  a  container,  perhaps  a 
leather  bottle,  had  been  used  for  the  burid.  At  that 
period  the  Engfishry  of  South  Kerry  found  themselves 
increasingly  menaced  by  a  phase  of  Gaelic  resurgence 
focussed  on  the  McCarthy  family,  and  it  would  not  be 
surprising  if  large  sums  of  money  were  hidden  away 
as  a  precaution  against  purely  local  spoliation.  For  the 
non-recovery  of  what  was  a  very  substantial  treasure, 
perhaps  as  much  as  six  or  seven  marks,  an  obvious 
occasion  is  provided  by  the  notable  Irish  victory  at 
Callann,  near  Kenmare,  on  24th  July,  1261.  In  this 
battle  the  ruling  Fitzmaurice  dynasty  of  Shanid  was 
almost  wiped  out,  and  a  consequence  was  the  over¬ 
running  of  virtudly  every  English  castle  fringing 
Bantry  Bay.  Thus,  granted  that  the  owner  of  the 
hoard  had  survived,  it  could  very  well  not  have  been 
practicable  for  him  to  return  to  a  district  once  again 
Irish  in  “Speech,  tradition  and  law,”  even  assuming 
that  the  landmarks  identifying  the  place  of  burial  had 
not  been  swept  away. 

Mr.  Wilfred  Seaby  read  the  second  paper  on  “Foreign 
Coinage  in  17th  century  Ulster.”  He  explained  that 
the  basis  of  his  subject  was  an  investigation  he  had  made 
some  years  previously  on  several  17th  century  hoards, 
found  in  the  North  of  Ireland,  all  of  which  had  contained 
a  high  percentage  of  European  or  Spanish-American 
coins  mixed  with  the  English  and,  in  some  instances, 
Scottish  element.  Ulster  was  by  no  means  unique  in 
producing  such  hoards;  quite  a  number  of  similar  ones 
had  been  unearthed  both  in  the  South  of  Ireland  and 
in  Scotland.  Several  instances  of  such  finds  were 
given  and  the  circumstances  of  discovery  described. 
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The  speaker  went  on  to  discuss  not  only  the  turbulent 
condition  of  Ireland  during  much  of  the  100  years  from 
1590  to  1690  which  led  to  deposits  being  made;  but 
also  the  state  of  the  currency  in  the  country  and  the 
difficulty  of  holding  sterling,  since  it  had  a  much  higher 
rnarket  value  than  foreign  specie  which  tended  to 
circulate  in  its  place.  In  some  measure  this  was  due 
to  the  fact  that  Dublin  lacked  an  official  mint  during 
the  period.  Of  the  coins  themselves  the  range  was 
wide:  they  included  French  copper  double  tournois 
and  early  Scottish  turners  (both  of  which  seem  to  have 
been  preferred  to  the  English  “monopoly”  farthings), 
French  ecus  and  their  divisions,  Dutch  ducatoons  and 
their  divisions,  Flemish  daalders,  Danish  dalers, 
Spanish  cob  dollars,  mostly  from  America,  Portuguese 
crusadoes,  also  Scottish  merks  and  quarter  dollars  as 
well  as  some  obsolete  English  hammered  pieces.  Finds 
of  single  specimens  also  occurred,  including  one  very 
rare  piece  from  Nuevo  Reine  (1662).  Numerous 
enactments  were  passed  by  the  Council  in  Dublin 
forbidding  the  export  of  coin  and  plate  and  equating 
the  various  foreign  denominations  to  sterling  values;
